Fighting mén of Alabama are on 
the war path again. 
This time the trail does not run to 
Chateau-Thierry 
or 
Verdun, 
but 
through the streets and highways of 
Alabama. The objective this time, in­ 
stead of enemy machine gun nests, 
is the peaceful acquisition of Ala­ 
bama’s quota in the great American 
I^egion membership drive n&w on all 
over the United States which has for 
its purpose the enrollment of 1,000,- 
000 members before the meeting of 
the natidnal convention at Minneapo­ 
lis in November. 
M att H. Murphy, state commander, 
issued a ringing declaration Satur­ 
day night in which he said “Alabama 
I will come across with her part,’’ and 
that Legion plans qow being worked 


t out here point to a successful accomp­ 
lishment of the drive now in progress. 
The 
representation 
allowed 
the 
state on the floor of the national con­ 
vention, Mr. Murphy pointed out, will 
depend upon the number of paid up^ 
members shown to be in the state. ^ 
In order to mpke the representati*^ 
allowed Alabama creditable

other states of the Union, it is neces­ 
sary, Mr. Murphy declared, that 
the 
most vigorous membership campaign 
m ust be inaugurated and carried out 
during the next 40 days.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.~Edward 
Trowbridge Collins stands today on 
the threshold of his sixth’world’s se­ 
ries.

The flashy little White Sox second 
«acker, in addition to enjoying the 
distinction of being classed as the 
greatest player of all time in Vila po­ 
sition, ateo tops the list with Jack 
Barry as a veteran world’*, series per­ 
former.

For fourteen years this phenomenal 
player has been a consistent star in* 
the major leagues. /For at least ten 
of the fourteen years he has been the 
bell cow of all second basemen, and 
during those ten years, including the 
seaaon of 1919, he has amassed a re- 
* cord for brilliancy and consistency 
that will probably never be equalled. 
Collins has already njade a young 
fortune out of world’s series alone. 
He has cut the melon in the big Octo­ 
ber classic five times, starting with 
the seaaon of 1910, when he starred 
as a member of Connie Mack’s fam­ 
ous Athletics. 
In 1911, 1912 and 1914 Collins ca­ 
vorted in the world's series, wearing 
an Athletic uniform, and when 
the 
White Sox annexed 
the 
American 
League pennant and followed by win­ 
ning the world’s title from the Giants 
in 1917, Eddie wag in on the winner’s 
end of the purse. 
Out of the five world’s series in 
which he has taken part he has been 
a member of the 
winners 
of the 
world’s championship four times. * In 
the Fall of 1914 he split the losers’ 
end of the loot when 
the 
Braves 
crushed the Mackmen in four straight 
games.

World's series playing has netted 
Collins about 115,000, and with the 
series against the Cincinnati Reds to 
come he will add to his grand total. 
A player of sound habits, the White 
Sox star ranks today as one of the" 
wealthiest players in the game. ¥

Collins is by no means a youngster. 
On the second day of last May he cel­ 
ebrated his thirty-second 
birthday, 
having been born at Mületon, N. Y., 
in 1887. 
But ho is showing no sign 
of failing. Over a stretch of 154 or 
140 games, as the case may be, lie is 
a wonderful performer, day in and 
clay out. 
But put him in a world’s 
series and you have chain lightning 
running rampant. His world’s aerie; 
records show that bis fielding, hit­ 
ting, base-running and thinking in the 
cash classics are almost uncanny. He 
is one of the greatest money playm 
that ever lived.

No player in the history of modern 
world’s series has a record aa bril­ 
liant as Collins. 
Many of the stars 
of former series amassed batting ov­ 
erages better than .300. 
A few' hit 
.400 or over, but only once. 
Collins 
has hit as 
low as .214, his mark 
against the pitching of the Boston 
Braves1 Ungers in 1914, but he has 
hit better than .400 on throe differ­ 
ent occasions. 
There is hut one player/ who has 
split more world’s series pota than 
Collins. He is Jack Barry, who played 
in four series with the atMetios and 
one with the Red Sox in 1915. Barry 
was injured and kept out of the se­ 
ries with Brooklyn in 1916, but shared 
in the purse. Collins will equal Bar­ 
ry’s record in the matter of splitting 
purses this Fall.
